C-o-L rise; urges ‘package " 


deal to cut inflation

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Minister of Com- 
merce and Industry Haim Bar-Lev 
yesterday called for everyone — 
the Government, industrialists and 
workers — to decrease their de- 
mands by half in order to finish 
1977 with not more than a 20 per 
cent increase in the cost-of-living. 

Otherwise, he told a press con- 
ference, because of galloping in- 
flation, “we can expect an increase 
of 30 per cent in the C-o-L in 1977.” 

The minister stated that if all 
sides reduce demands sort of 
like a package deal —. the govern- 
ment will be able to cut its proposal 
to raise the Value Added Tax and 
lower the subsidies. He stressed 
that inflation has forced the gov- 
ernment to initiate the creeping de- 
valuation programme nearly every 
month, making everything very 
costly. : 

He said that he did’ not believe 
in increasing ‘unemployment to re- 
vive the ecouomy. He referred to 
the one and a half million ynemploy- 
ed in England, which does not seem 
to be helping solve her economic 
plight. He added that Israel is a 
country that absorbs new immi- 
grants, and it will be difficult to 
do τὸ if there is large unemploy- 
men

Questioned about his political 
future, Bar-Lev. said that at pre- 
gent he is only of con- 
tinuing his present job till the end 
of the government's term of office. 
“After that I will declde what step 
to take,” he said. oe

The fact remains that he main- 
tained close personal associations 
‘with his friends of the Oxford group 
— Roy Jenkins is the godfather of 
one of his children. I am convinced 
that those early associations and 
ways of collective further 
cemented the qualities he brought to 
the group and in turn became a ma- 
jor component of the personality we 


Our friendship grew within the 
ambit of the Oxford University 
Labour Party Club, which was then 
led by men of the calibre of Harold 
Wilson, Anthony Crosland, Roy 
Jenkins, Dennis Healey, and others. 
The group engaged in endless dis- 
cussions on all subjects connected 
with the future of Britzin, and Tony 
Eliott, with his fine intellect, his 
power of analysis and his passionate 
concern for ordinary men and 
women, soon became a major figure 
in all'the debates. 

Be came from comfortable cir- 
cumstances and had not personally 
experienced tne unemployment or 
poverty e ‘30s. But, many 
Labour’ intellectuals, he had been 
aware of thelt existence and was 
determined that they must be 
banished from Britain for ever.

To 
all these posts Tony brought his fine 
intellect and hia analytical powers. 
But he also cared about the human 
problems behind the formal 
diplomacy. Wherever he served, he 
took a deep interest in economic and 
social matters and brought to his 
work an easy relationship with his 
colleagues and the people of the 
countries in which he served. 

And then he came to Israel and I 
confess that I waa moved to see my 
old friend over his lettera of 
eredence to the President of Israel. 

When we talked together soon 
after his arrival I waz amared at his 
detailed knowledge of Israe! and its 
personalities. Even so, he began to 
study the country intensively and 
within a brief time had gained a deep 
insight Into this reality calied Israel, 
of what makes us tick and the par. 
ticular and complicated way we do. 
He penetrated our backgrounds, 
which are not easy for outsiders to 
understand. The social, human and 
humanitarian aspects of what we are 
trying to do appealed to him. 
Altogether, Israel and its externai

THE PALL OF UNCERTAINTY hanging over Lebanon was 
to have been lifted with the resumption of the conference at 
Shtoura yesterday, but now the conference has been called off, 
indefinit 


ly. 

The announcement was made by the Arab League's secretary 
general Mahmoud Riad, and the reason given was the repeated 
Syrian attacks on PLO strongholds in Lebanon. Riad has now 
reealied his special envoy in Lebanon, Hassan Sabri el-Kholy, 
for a report on events in Lebanon to the meeting of Arab 
Foreign Ministers due to be held in Cairo tomorrow. That 
meeting in turn is to draw up the agenda for the Arab summit 
on Lebanon scheduled in the Egyptian capital for Monday. , 

When the Shtoura talks were suspended on Monday, Kholy 
came out with the boastful statement that.a draft agreement 
on a new truce had already been reached. He was immediately. 
contradicted by Damascus officials, ‘however, who claimed that 
there remained what was termed points of dispute among the 

Those points appear to have touched on the very essence 
of the present conflict in Lebanon. While the Syrians wish to_ 
bring the PLO-leftist alliance to its knees, and then remould 
it to their specifications, the alliance hopes to maintain a 
-meagure of independence, with the aid of Arab countries oppo- 
sed to Syrian hegemony in Lebanon. 


Thus it is that Damascus insists οὐ an unconditional trace - 


and the immediate withdrawal of all PLO forces to the refugee 
camps, leaving Syria in the role of enforcer. The alliance, on 
the other hand, wants Syria to be a direct partner in the agree- 
ment, and to have its own troops withdrawn according to 8 
set timetable, and under the supervision of an all-Arab con- 
tingent. The gap in the positions of the antagonists is too wide 
to be easily bridged. 

The Syrians are evidently hoping to narrow the gap by 
squeezing the forces of the alliance without respite in the field. 
They are especially eager to checkmate the attempted Iraqi 
thrust from the south, which is being carried out ‘with the 
hearty cooperation of Egypt. By the time the Arab ‘summit 
meets, if it does, next week, any diplomatic effort to clip 
Syria's wings in Lebanon will have ‘been forestalled by the 
results of the campaign now going on for the encirclement of 
Beirut from both the south and the east. 1 

‘No doubt the speed of the Syrian advance towards the last 
PLO-leftist positions is dictated by awareness that the alliance 
is looking to the summit to restrain Damascus, and to act as 
buffer in Lebanon. The summit may, of course, never take 
place. The Arab world is riven by so many quarrels today that 
it is hard to visualize the heads of the Arab states — Sadat 


and Gaddafi, for one example — all sitting amiably together . 


to consider joint action on almost anything. Even if it is held, 
the summit will not be true to its name, for many states will 
doffbtiess not be represented by their heads — Syria has 
already made known its intention to send ¥oreign Minister 
Abdul Halim Khaddam as a stand-in for President Assad. 

But should some sort of ‘Arab assembly be convened in 
Cairo, after all, chances are that it will find it easiest to unite 
again, as it did in Rabat two years ago, on a plank of support 
for the PLO; and, within the PLO, on backing for the terrorist 
riff-raff, now the darling of both Iraq and Egypt, rather than 
io fay sedate elements which are, oddly enough, favoured 

yria. 

That is what might happen around the conference table. The 
Syrians are not, it is true, likely to desist from their effort in 
‘Lebanon no matter what a summit decides. They have the 
trump cards — their own troops, and those of their Christian 
allies — and they intend to win this game. A caveat, though, 
ig in order. So many unexpected shifts of alignment have al- 
ready occurred during the 19 months of the Lebanese civil war, 
that it would be unwise to rule out the possibility of still 
another shift. .
